We are having our 
irst toucli of winter here in the shape 
of a Texas norther, which blew’ in 
last night about 12 o’clock and shook 
up onr frail (’ottages consideivdhly. 
Rain It'll ill torrents for the space 
of hall an hour, (hen the storm passed 
on. leaving the atmosphere several 
degrees cooler, but no snow, no frost 
nothing to discomfort us but the sud­ 
den change Trom very w arm to quite 
chilly weatlier. 
One 
facetious 
tourist 
suggested 
that we had better migrate north to 
a warmer climate. 
The gulf stream has agitated the 
bay consideratly, and the water for 
the first time is muddy in appearance, 
suggesting the Missouri rive.t 
For 
th(' only time since w’e came here 
over one month ago, the hay is not 
beautiful, but ii has not ceased to he 
iateresting. 
For about three dAiys 
the waves roll in and break noisily 
against the shore, then, controlled by 
the gulf streai^u, the tide turns and 
tho waves for a few days roll giilf- 
w’ard, then there is a day or two of 
calm, when the w’aters are as still 
and placid as any little sho ’e bound 
iak •. 
Last Friday the water wiis so still 
that it looked like a great mirror; 
when tlie sun began to decline the 
tints on sea and sky were beautiful 
beyoiiJ the power of words to express. 
Sky and wa/ev tow’.ird the west held 
all the hues of the rainbow, crim­ 
son, gold, dark blue, and pink, in all 
their varied sha lings, while eastward 
the colors were turuuoise, amethyst, 
pale pink and delicate g'-eeii. Through 
these i)astel lints ran paths of w’hite 
light, liivc luminous roads out tow'ard 
the sunset, where gieat goldeii mass­ 
es of w'aves seemed to rise up and 
envelop the sun.
